count of the freaks of the weather 
in that year. 
Such a report is 


available in a diary kept by Elisha 
Risdon of Hopkinton, N. Y., a part 
.of which has recently been publish- 
.ed. His entries show that snow 
fell ,.cm 'June 6 and June 8, while 
underdate of June 14 he wrote; "It 
has frozen every night since June 
came1 in, except a few rainy, foggy 
nights." June 28 there was a little 
frost. 
The backwardness of the 


crops caused alarm in July. On 
August 24 he wrote: "Considerable 
froat. Vines and even corn in some 
places are ruined."
